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The  spirit  of  competitiveness  between  Worcester  State  Ca)llege  and  Northern 
neighl:)or  Fitchburg  State  College  became  a full-fledged  rivalry  on  May  9,  1990 
during  a ceremony  in  the  town  of  Sterling,  which  is  centrally  located  between  the  two 
cities  and  collet^es. 

As  agreed,  the  varsity  athletic  teams  that  played  each  other  head-to-head  from  WSC^ 
and  FSC;;  would  battle  for  the  “Sterling  Cup”  and  whichever  college’s  teams  earned 
the  most  points  would  win.  Each  sport  was  worth  one  point  (a 'A  point  for  each  game 
for  sports  which  had  two  games  between  WSC’.  and  FSCb- 

The  Falcons  swooped  down  upon  the  Lancers  to  take  points  in  mens  soccer,  women’s 
volleyball  and  field  hockey.  A 3-0  deficit  was  not  insurmountable,  but  Worcester  State 
needed  to  catch  up  — and  fast! 

W’orcester’s  proud  mayor,  Jordan  Levy,  bet  Fitchburg  mayor  Jeff  rey  Bean,  that  the 
Lancers  would  pidl  off  a win  in  football.  Mayor  Bean,  of  course,  disagreed  and  took 
up  the  challenge. 

On  November  4,  the  Lancers  did  win  for  their  first  Sterling  Cup  point  ever!  With 
that.  Mayor  Bean  came  to  the  WSC  Student  Center  wearing  our  school  colors  and 
giving  a speech  about  the  rivalry’s  importance  to  Cental  Massachusetts.  He  later 
bought  Mayor  Levy  a free  dinner  as  part  of  the  “gentleman’s  bet”.  Still,  Fitchburg 
State  led  three  points  to  one.  With  a total  of  nine  points  possible  on  the  1990-91 
year,  FSC!  needed  just  two  more  to  win  it  all. 

Women’s  and  Men’s  basketball  was  dominating  for  the  Blue  Sc  Gold,  and  each  earned 
'/_>  points  on  Jan  10,  and  Feb.  2,  1991  to  give  Worcester  State  three  points.  However, 
the  ECAC!  C’Jiampion  skaters  from  FSC  were  too  much  for  the  Lancers  in  ice  hockey 
on  f'ebruary  1 , with  the  pesky  Falcons  still  leading  the  Sterling  Cup  series  4 points  to 
3 with  softball  and  baseball  left. 

Softball  was  the  BIG  W’s  best  sport  over  the  past  several  years.  The  1991’s  players 
were  defending  ECAC  champions.  They  swept  the  Falcons  on  April  6 to  even  the 
series  to  4 points  each. 

1 hat  same  day  a mile  away  in  Fitchburg,  the  baseball  teams  dueled  in  nip-and-tuck 
games,  each  for  half  a point.  As  it  turned  out,  the  Falcons  held  on  to  a 6-5  win  in  the 
first  game.  But  the  Lancers  kept  the  Sterling  Cup  out  of  FSC’s  hands  as  well  with  a 
10-8  second  game  victory! 

No  one  had  thought  the  first  year’s  athletic  competition  could  end  in  a tie,  but  it  had: 
4'A>  to  4 'A!  No  coin  flips  or  special  contests  were  held  to  break  the  tie,  so  the  Cup 
will  be  shared  again  next  year.  Hopefully,  though,  with  one  less  by  FSC,  the  Cup  and 
bragging  rights  will  be  WSC’s  in  ’92!!!
